adding, or by diminiſhing . In like manner, in theſe Countries that be cold, the natur 
heate, tetireth to the centre of the body, ſo that the concoction is done the better, 
therfore they haue better appetite, as ſayeth Hippocy, in his 15, Aphot. & firſt Booke. Alſo 
Gallen in his Commentaries; where he ſayeth · In Winter and Spring- time the ventricle is 
naturallie hote, and ther fore at that time the body ſhould be morenouriſhed , For oſten - 
times the lacke of nuriture doth conſume the radicall humiditie, by the action of the ſame 
heate, therefore our nuriture mult be of a reaſonable quantitie, and alſo of good iuice, like 
as Mutton, Veale, Kidds, Capons, Chickins, Feſſants, Partriches, and little Birds com- 


monly vſed, leauing all water Fowles: the which ſhall be ſomtimes roſted, and ſomtimes 


ſodden, as it ſhall be found expedient. All things muſt be of light digeſtion, and of little 
excrement. Lou ſhall abſtaine from plums, for although the decoction hereot be cordiall; 
the plumme it ſelie is terreſtre, and melancolick. Alſo abſtaine from meate that rer 
groſſe humors and vitious, like as fiſh, the which is of nature pituitous, and full of crudis 
ties, like as ſalt meate, Spicerie, Ony ons: Muſtard, and ſuch like, which may heate and in 
flame the blood, and lyft vp hote and ſharpe vapours to the head and braines. The bread 
mult be of wheat, well baked, for ſo it remayneth longer in the ventricle. It ſhallbewell 
done to put with it the powder of Anniſeede, and Coriander; for the ſtrengthning of 
the ſtomack. Some men counſaile to vie onely two or three ounces a day, the which wee 
obſerue not in our diets: for this our diet is as who would ſay, Proba victus ratio, that is:

vokes them to the inward part, and weakeneth much the parts neruous. After thys forme 
ſometime remaineth intemperature in the liuer, which is for the moſt part hote, & in that 
we ordainè ſuch things as haue the vertue to refreſh and temper theſe parts.

dry. Be diligent in rubbing well his head, afterward let him refreſh himſelſe ſoftly: ſo two 
howrs after he may dine, and doe the like after-noone, and other times when ye ſhall-an< 
noynt him. Vet there muſt be both medioctitie and method in the annoynting : for like as 
our ſoft annoynting is not able to open the poares, in like manner the ouer-ſtrong dooth 
open the poars of the Skin, making dolor, attraction, and commotion of the parts. Take 
alwaies heede to the forces of the ſick, & beware of that which is cauſe of all dolors and 
recidines : that is, the number of the frictions, by reaſon that ſome giue oner-few, fearing 
theſe accidents, and to the contrary, ſome others that gyue ouer- many, in ſuch ſort that I 


haue heard men vaunt themſelues, to haue rubbed the poore Patient 37. times. Before I. 


had found out other waies for the cure of this dieaſe, I haue rubbed to the number of 5. 
or 6, times, and oft-times but twiſe or thrice. Neuertheleſſe, the time may not be iuſtlie 
limitted: but for the greatneſſe of the ſickneſſe, and temperature of the licke, wee vie the 
frictions till ve perceiue a redugion of the venimous humors, eyther by fluxe of mouth or 
of belly, or of vrine, and ſometimes by inſenſible reſolution, but that is ſeldome and not 
certaine. If we ſee in bodies ſtrong and hard, that nature will not worke nor obey the 
ſrictions by once a day annoynting. then they muſt be twice, that is, at 6. of rhe clocke in 
the morning, & two or three in the after · noone, ſo that one day that way, doth more pro- 
Ge then two daies other waics. In weake and tender perſons yee muſt annoynt but once a 
day, and ſomtimes but once in two dayes, by reaſon that in ſuch people, the ouer · oft an- 
noynting, maketh a reſolution of the ſpirits, and maketh nature weake. V Vhen the ſicke 
beginneth to (pet, it is a token that the humors are prepared to auoyde, and then once an- 
noynting wil doe more then twice before, and it ſhall be well done to rubbe but ence, or 
twice at che moſt afterward. So when nature giueth leyſure to expell the venim, if we per- 
ceiue that the euacuation doth not cõtinue till the whole malice be euacuated. thẽ to mal 
it continue, wee apply Emplaiſters on the necke and ſhoulders, compoſed after the forme 
as ye ſhall heare in the chap. of the cure by Emplaiſters; ſo that it ſhall continue the fluxe

tra rupturum, de holo, and ſuch like, on the neck and ſhoulders yentouſes: alſo frictions with 
hote clothes ʒ in like manner Gargatiſmes, as ye ſhall heare in the chapter of vlcers in the 
mouth: In like manner by Clyſters emolients, to diuertiſe the humor to aſcend to the ſu- 
perior parts: ſomtimes by viing all theſe remedies, the criſe is imperfect, ſo leaves fome 
reſt, the which by little & little doth corrupt the whole maſſe, and ſe maketh worſe acci- 
dents then before. Somtimes it remaineth in the body halfe a yeere, or a yeete, ſometimes 
8. or 10. yerea, chiefely in perſons mellancholick and ceid. So the mol part of thoſe diet 
moſt miſerably, by reaſon of the great internall corruption be fore any external apperance. 
ZBut to retutne to our purpoſe, we muſt take heede, that the remedies be neyther ouer 
violent nor indiſcreetly applyed , by reaſon of the great accidents which enſue there- 
vpon, and chicfely excoriation and corroſion of the inteſtins, conſumption of the humor 
radicall, whereof the ſicke becommeth rabid, orgetteth vlcers, ſordids, and putrids inthe 
mouth, which oſt conſumeth a great part of the muſcles that moue the iawes, ſo the action 
doth decay. To ſome the iawes goe together, ſo that afterward they are ſcarcely able to 
open their mouth, as in Paris a Boy that had beene handled that way, his teeth did all falls 
and his iawes growe together, in luch ſort that nothing could enter into his mouth, ſo was 
I conſtrained to make inciſion through all the gums, and ſo I healed him, yet could he not 
come to the perfection to eate any hard thing. Some degenerat in gangrens, ſo that divers 


dye miſerablie. As for the corroſion of the guts, which often happeneth, you ſhall vſe Cli-

I haue found out an inuention for the vſage of the friction, the which is both more 
pleaſant and profitable, then that which you haue heard, as heere followeth. In ſteed that 


ſome put before the fire, I put them in a hote ſtoue being warmed with decoction of things 


propper, to ſoften and rariſie the poares, fo by that meanes all the parts are all a like hote, 
the which is not before the fire, by reaſon that one fide beeing warme, the other is cold, 
beſides that there be ſome who would be afhamed to be ſeene naked, and in the ſtoue they 
are not ſeene. Then the patient being there hote , with a cloth about his head, you ſhall 
giue him a little of the ynguent by a hole made for the purpoſe, and let him rub him ſelfe 
in ſuch places, and after the forme that you haue heard. That being done, put him in a hot 
fheete in bed, and couer him as before.

the nature of thehumors, which ſhould be cuacuared and ſimptoms, ifgiuing o'r 
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ä — they remaine alway es t to the part, 
are ordinarily applied here the humors are groſſe and vitius, adhere L 
des, like as Tophes and Nodoſities, they alſo mittigate the dolors, and reſolue the hard- 
nes, ſo that they remaine a certaine time: for lyke as that venim is rooted fot a time, in 
like manner time muſt be had for the extirpation of the (ame. So in that they be moſt pro- 
ficable. Neue rtheleſſt I thinke notahe Emplaſter or cerot hath force to make euacuationt 
ſufficrent, for the cxtirpation of the ſicknes. I haue ſomtimes proued it, and haue cured 
ſome that way, others I haue beene conſtrayned to ſeeke an other way of cure. Icoaſeſſi 
in all perſons being vſed it doth take _ 2 — euill, ſoit hideth the ſicknes for 4 
time. I find them moſt propper to be v ſed when the malady is recent, ſpecially in the fuſt, 
ſecond, or third kind in young foikes, and ſuch as be eaſie to moue, alio in ſnamefaſt peo- 
le, and ſuch as will not ſuffer the friction. To ſuch I vie this method. Firſt preparing the 

ody aud humors, as you haue heard in the generall Chapter, next ſweat fiue or rr daes, 
after that method as is ſet downe in the Chapter of the decoction, thereafter he ſhall re< 
maine in bed vſing ſuch regime, as you haue heard in the [alt Chapter: alſo before the 
fluxe of the mouth as in the time of it.

more thicke in the articles, then in other parts, letting them remaine till ſuch time you 
perceiue nature begin to make eduction of the humors venimous . If nature be long in 
working; it ſnall not be euill done, to make little particuler frictions in the bed once or 
tvice; to the effect the euacuation be more eaſie. In ſome perſons if the humors be well 
prepared, & in good ſeaſon, the Emplaſters begin to make edaction of the humor, in 3, or 
4, dayes, moſt commonly by the mouth, the which ſomtime is ſo violent, that we are con- 
ſtrained to ſtay it: firſt by taking away a part of theſe Emplaſters, and after that ſtay the 
violent fluxe by ſuch meanes at you haue heard in the Chapter of frictions. The vicers that 
enſue there-vpon ſhall be cured after the method fer downe, in the Chapter of vlcers of 
the mouth. If there happeneth prurit, or bliſters, in the part where be the Emplaſters, they 
ſhal be remoued, and foment theſe parts with hote wine, in the which Camomell, Roſes, 


and ſuch like haue beene boyled, the which hath the vertue to conſume that which is cauſs 


of the ſayd prurit: afterward the place beeing diyed, applic the ſame Emplaſter againe. 
Furtliermore you ſhall vnderſtand that by the appheation of theſe Emplaſters, nature doth 
fmrimes diſcharge by flux of belly & vrine, but I neuer ſaw it diſcharge by flux of the belly 
ſaue one time, neyther is it ſo certaine as that of the mouth.

J gendred of an humor petuitous, thicke, tardiue, and viſcous : ſoked in; not onelie in 
e parts ne-re the-bones, but alſo in the proper ſubſtance of it ſelfe, ſometime on the 
Perioſt, which is the membran that couereth the bone. Sometimes, the bone dooth 
rotte, and then the cure is more difficult and long. Neuertheleſſe, whether there be cor 
tuption or not, you.ſhall heare the true cure in few words. Firſt and ſormoſt, if you find 
tumor without corruption in the bone, and done by maladie, yee ſhall cure it after the ge- 
nerall method, and by the ee of the emplaiſters of Jahn de Vigo, cum duplici ar 

triplici Mercurio. If it come by depoſition, and the tumor very great, it ſhall bee cured af- 
ter this forme following.

It ſhall be well done to mingle with it a little Gf 
eee Franc antianus. Thus by the vſage of theſe remedies, with a iuſt 
forme of diet, the ſicke ſhall be healed perfectly. Nowe, if there bee corruption in the 
bene, notwithſtanding the vniuerſall cure which ſhall proceede, wee muſt come to anow 
ther forme of cure particuler, whether ir be in the legges or armes, in the crane, in ᷓ noſe, 
or in the roofe of the month. Take good heede to the corruption which happeneth in the 
noſe or mouth, by reaſon that thoſe bones are n of themſelues, & by that meanes 
doch eaſily corrupt and fall, and then the ſicke ſhall feele dolor, and ſpeake alwaies in the 
noſe. Alſo that which he taketh by the mouth, for the moſt part doth come ſotth by the 
ofe, ſpecially things that be licquid. Then forthe curation of theſe corruptions, we muſt 
fit dilcouer the bone, eyther by Raſor or medicament Cauſtick. Aſterward, touch it with 
the Cautere actuall, or hote yron, or with oyle of Vitrioll, or of Sulfur, but alwaies the 
Oautere actuall is the moſt ſure. It worketh ſuddainly, cortoborateth the part, and con- 
ſumeth the maligne humor, and doth in ſhort ſpace, prouoke the ſeperation and falling of 
the bone putrified : therefore for thys purpoſe wee muſt haue Cauteres of divers ſotts, as 
ſome round, ſome inciſiues, ſome long, ſome pointed, ſome triangles, according to the 
figure af the bone. The firſt muſt be inciſiue, called Culteller, the next round ox long, as 
ye ſhall finde expedient: and being made red hore, yee ſhall rub the bone, till ſuch time as 

Fe perceiue the moſ} part of the humiditie and putrefaction to be conſumed. This being 
done, you muſt apply medicaments anodines, and ſuch as haue vertue to-proucke the fall 
of the ſcarre, as things vnctuous, like as is Butter, yolkes of Egges, mingled with oyle of 
Roſes or Violets, or ſome vnguent ſuppuratiue. The ſcare becing fallen, it muſt be mun- 
dified with this remedie.

Howſoeuer they happenzhey mult be cured af 
ter this manner following, which differeth ſomewhat from the curation of other 
: vlcers, for we mult in no wiſe vſe repercuſſiues, although there be ſome inflama- 
tion. Firſt, we muſt vie anodine medicaments, as well to — the great paine, if an 
be, which commonly happeneth through the acrimonie of the humor, as alſo to purge . 

the groſſe humor, which cleaueth to the internall parts of the mouth, which augmentetn 10 
the vicers.

with a little ſyrop of Violets, which muſt be holden a certaine ſpace in the mouth, to 
mittigate the paine.
